WASHINGTON, May 19.—_(#)—A 
$2,100,000,000 relief program was 
proposed today by Speaker Garner and 
all indications are the democratic 
house plans to lay it before the sen- 
ate within a short time. 

Designed to help lift the eountry out 
of the economic slump, furnish em- 
ployment to the idle and direct relief 
to those without food and clothing, 
the Garner program immediately met 
approval on both democratic and re- 
publican sides of the house. 

Without requiring the setting up 
of any additional governmeht ma- 
chinery to handle the huge sum, the 
‘Texas democrat's program briefly pro- 
vides : 

Increasing from $2,000,000,000 to 
£3,000,000,000 the capitalization of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to make loans to states, counties 
and cities and the broadening of its 
base to permit the organization to 
exercise its judgment in making loans 
without restriction. 

Billion in Bonds. 
A $1,000,000,000 bond issue for a 
SS building program, based 
rgely on existing laws, with a tax 
of one-third of one cent a gallon on 
gasoline to provide a sinking fund and 
interest in order not to disturb the 
federal budget operations. 

Passage of the Huddleston bill to 

lace $100,000,000 in. the hands of 

resident Hoover to relieve extreme 
suffering in any section of the coun- 
try. 

Expressing confidence in the proper 
administration of the funds by Presi+ 
dent Hoover and the Reconstruction 
Corporation, Garner said: 

“Surely we can trust the president 
to use the $100,000,000 patriotically; 
and wisely — _ for the purpose _ in- 
tended . . 

The tries democrat, prominently 
mentioned as a possible candidate for 
the presidencf, announced his plan in 
a formal statement after conferring 
for several days with various demo- 
cratic and republican groups.

“Some far-reaching legislation has 
been placed upon the statute books.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Blaming the republican party 
for what he termed the calamitous 
condition of our country,> Representa- 
tife Charles R. Crisp, of Georgia, in 
an address tonight called for a gen- 
eral downward revision of the tariff 
and for “some sound inflation of cur- 
rency to stabilize the purchasing pow- 
er of the dollar.” 

The Georgia congressman, who is 
a candidate for the senate from his 
state, declared that he believed that 
congress should decree that the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar be sta- 
bilized based on thé average prices of 
commodities from 1921 to 1929. 

“If this is done cotton would have 
a price of 21 cents per pound today,” 
Congressman Crisp said. 

The high tariffs provided in the 
H: 7ley-Smoot measure passed while 
the republican party was in control 
of both houses of congress and ap- 
proved by the president has created 
a tariff wall that American business 
cannot surmount, in that foreign coun- 
tries have since levied competitive 
tariffs, making it impossible for 
American business to go abroad. The 
democrats sought.to correct this evil 
by passing a tariff bill» urging the 
president to call a world conference 
seeking to bring about a general tar- 
iff reduction but this was vetoed by 
the president.

Communist Hordes 
Threaten Nanking With 
Civil War. 


SHANGHAI, May 19.—(?)—Chi- 
nese communist hordes ravaging wide 
areas in central China éndangered the 
safety of Americans today and threat- 
ened the Nanking government with 
civil war. 

Apprehension was acute among 60 
Americans, most of them mission- 
aries,,at Pengpu in northern Anhwei 
province, where 20,000 communists 
had surrounded a force of 7,000 Nan- 
king troops. 

Amoy dispatches said a communist 


_army had occupied Shihma, 12 miles

from that -city. 

Other communists, ravaging villages 
10 miles north of -Hankow, were 
bombed by government airplanes. 

The government, experiencing its 
greatest financial stringency, has 
been unable to pay its armies. Many 
soldiers were said in dispatches to 
have deserted to the communists to 
obtain a living & plundering. 

It was feared at Nanking that civil 
war would break out, owing to a re- 
luctance of the unpaid forces to fight 
and the likelihood of further defec- 
tions to the outlaws. 

The outlaws near Pengpu threat- 
ened to cut the Tientsin-Pukow rail- 
way south of there to block the move- 
ment of government troop reinforce- 
ments. A similar threat was made 
against the Kinhan railway in the 
Hankow area.

ae FromDecision Or- 
dering Vote Is Expected 
To Be Thwarted. 


| Reinstatement of A.‘ Lamar Poole 
| as first assistant chief of police in 
charge of the detective bureau was 
seen Thursday following a decision 
of Judge John D. Humphries, of Ful- 
ton county superior court, in. which 
four of the five members of the 
lice committee were ordered to ren- 
der a verdict on Poole’s original trial 
and on the original charges filed 
against him 

Although. City Attorney James I. 
Mayson filed a bill of exceptions ‘o 
Judge Humphries’ decision in overrul- 
ing a general demurrer to the court 
action brought in Poole’s behalf, Al- 
derman Ed A, Gilliam and Frank H. 
Reynolds, two of the four members of 
the police committee affected by Hum- 
phries’ order, planned a conference to 
consider whether they should with- 
draw their names as appellants. 

This, according to high legal opin- 
ions, would thwart the appeal and 
present one of the most peculiar cases 
in recent annals of Fulton county. 

If two of the four defendants in 
the action brought in behalf of. Poole 
asked that no appeal be made, there 
is every probability that it would have 
an important bearing on. whether 
Judge Humphries would allow the ap- 
peal to be taken, 

Councilman G. Dan Bridges, chair- 
man of the police committee, and 
Councilman Homer C, Foster, the re- 
maining of the four members affected 
by the court order, of course would 
vote for the appeal, since they are 
considered committed to Poole’s ous- 
ter, but Gilliam and Reynolds, who 
have been regarded as Poole’s friends, 
would not vote for an appeal. 

Bridges. announced Thursday that 
he planned no immediate meeting of 
the police committee since Alderman 
Guy Coleman, fifth and disqualified 
member of the committee, is out of 
the city.

The senate refuses to tax 2.75 
per cent beer, at the cost of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of reve- 
nue, while in the next moment it 
solemnly placed its official approval 
on home brew by increasing the tax 
on the “fixings’—a tax which will 
bring in a microscopic return in 
comparison to that which would be 
received from a straight tax of the 
real article. 

By an overwhelming vote the sen- 
ate throws up its hands in horror 


oo |4t the suggestion of taxing beer, 


but it approves the turning of every 
kitchen of the land into a brewery 
for the manufacture of a highly in- 
toxicating, green, and, in most in- 
stances, unhealthy substitute. 

Millions of barrels of low-grade 
beer are being bootlegged, free of 
tax, inspection oor _ regulation, 
throughout the country each year. 
The Tydings bill would have sub- 
stituted for this beer a less intoxi- 
cating and vastly more healthy 
drink and would have added hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars to the 
federal revenue.

Crisp, stressing the need of safe and 
sound currency inflation, is a states- 
manlike effort which should arouse

sentative Crisp is in striking accord 
with the statement by Senator 
George on which The Constitution 
commented editorially yesterday. 
The statements of these two leaders 
of the democratic forces in the house 
and the senate, although made on 
different occasions, strike the same 
keynote and may be taken as an ac- 
curate reflection of the growing de- 
mand for moderate and rigidly con- 
trolled inflation.

Tv 
bring this about it is essential that 
there be some sound ifflation of the 
currency to stabilize the purchasing 
power of the dollar, now abnormally 
high as to its purchasing power as 
applied to agricultural products. Con- 
gress must decree that the purchasing 
power of the dollar be stabilized, based 


on the average prices of commodities | 


for the years 1921 to 1929. This 
would make cotton today worth 21 
cents a pound. 

Representative Crisp emphasizes 
that the federal reserve board is au- 
thorized by the Goldsborough law 
to expand currency from five to 
nine billion dollars and takes the 
position that unless it does so it is 
the duty of the president to force 
such action or to replace the board 
with one that will. 

Pertinent comment on the neces- 
sity for currency expansion is con- 
tained in a communication from R.

United States Jury 
System Osolete. 


American justice is sacrificed and 
inefficient owing to an obsolete con- 
ception of democracy which demands 
liberty in its administration through 
the jury system, and supports the 
theory that the men in the street se- 
lected for the jury are competent to 
judge their fellow men, according 0 
Maitre Pierre Lapaulle, French court 
of appeal lawyer and student of Amer- 
ican jurisprudence. 

The distinguished «French jurist, 
who has visited America several times, 
made the above declaration before the 
American Club of Paris. One of the 
chief faults of America’s imperfect 
system, in addition to the jury, lay in 
injecting politics into justice by the 
election of judges. He explained that 
America’s flair for theatricality and 
sentiment had demoralized trials into 
“good fights and good shows,” while 
in France, he claimed, a trial was like 
a businessmen’s meeting, where pro- 
fessional men got together really to 
try and ascertain the truth.

Butler Issues Call 
For Liberal Party 


| - NEW YORK, “May 23.13) — 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University and a_ leading 
republican, tonight said the two ma- 
jor parties were dead and issued a 
call for progressives in both organi- 
zations to form a liberal party.

The address of Congressman Crisp 
follows: 

Hoover Blocked Tariff Conference. 


“For 10 years past the republican 
party controlled all branches of the 
federal government. Under legislation 
for which they are responsible less 
than 10 per cent of our people own 90 
per cent of the wealth of our coun- 
try—a calamitous condition for any 
nation! High tariff laws are princi- 
pally responsible. 

“Nothing has contributed more to 
the economie undoing of the. world 
than the Smoot-Hawley tariff bill, 
which has caused retaliatory tariffs to 
be levied against us by foreign coun- 
tries, thus destroying our export mar- 
ket for cotton and other agricultural 
and industrial products. With our 
foreign market destroyed and these 
commodities selling below the. cost of 
production, our agricultural interests 
are bankrupt and the purchasing pow- 
er of 30,000,000 people destroyed, in- 
evitably affecting every industry. 

“Seeking .to. correct this evil. the 
democratic house passed a tariff bill 
requesting the president to call an in- 
ternational conference with leading 
nations of the world to consider recip- 
rocal tariff agreements. Such a law 
should relieve the situation, but the 
president vetoed it. 

Advocates Sound Inflation. 

“In my judgment, there can be no 

complete economic recovery until there 
is an increase in the price of basic 
commodities. To bring this about it 
is essential that there be some sound 
inflation of the currency to stabilize 
the purchasing power of the dollar, 
now abnormally high as to its pur- 
chasing power as applied to agricul- 
tural commodities. Congress must de- 
cree that the purchasing power of the 
dollar be stabilized based on the aver- 
age prices of commodities for the years 
1921 to 1929. This would make cotton 
today worth 21 cents a pound. 
“The democratic house has passed a 
law known as the Goldsborough stabi- 
lization law, which directs the federal 
reserve board to expand currency suf- 
ficiently to bring this about. The 
federal reserve board, admittedly, un- 
(er the law can expand currency from 
five to nine billions of dollars, amply 
secured by eligible discount paper plus 
40 per cent gold reserve, insuring the 
stability of the American dollar on the 
gold standard. 

“It is the duty of the president to 
require the federal reserye board to do 
this. As decided by the United States 
supreme court; he has the power to 
remove from office the members of 
the board if they do not act. Nothing 
will benefit the masses more than 
such a policy, and I am earnestly ad- 
vocating it. 

Republicans Responsible for Deficit. 

“It is deplorable that in the last two 
years the government has spent over 
three billions of dollars more than its 
revenue. It is daily spending seven 
— a its receipts. 

“The republican party is responsi- 
ble for this deficit. The Constitution 
of the United States places the duty 
upon the house of representatives to 
levy taxes to pay the debts of the 
United States. In this critical na- 
tional emergency it is indefensible to 
place partisanship above the country’s 
welfare. co

“Personally, I believe a four-billion- 

dollar budget in peace time is' exces- 
sive, burdensome, confiscatory, and 
destructive of love of government, 
and that it should be reduced at least 
five hundred millions. To accomplish 
this, overlapping activities in the vari- 
ous bureaus should be eliminated, use- 
less expensive boards and commissions 
abolished, governmental expenditures 
cut to the bone, and salaries from the 
highest to those affording a minimum 
wage reduced—and this democratic 
house has passed a bill reducing by 
11 per cent salaries over twenty-five 
hundred dollars, including, of course, 
‘those of congressmen. 
“I regret the emasculation of the 
frecent economy bill in the house, but 
some of the items eliminated were con- 
troversial both as regards the effi- 
ciency of our national security and as 
to actually effecting economy. For ex- 
ample, the consolidation of the army 
and navy. The bill as passed is esti- 
mated to save forty-two million dol- 
lars directly and many millions indi- 
rectly. It also confers upon the pres- 
ident the power (subject to veto by 
congress within 60 days) to consoli- 
date and abolish bureaus. 


Reductions Below Hoover’s Recom- 
mendations. 


“My friends, do not believe these 
are the only savings effected by this 
congress. The supply bills as passed 
by the house were reduced a hundred 
and sixty-six millions below the pres- 
ident’s recommendations for appropri- 
ations, and the senate is still further 
reducing them. All reductions to date 
total over two hundred and_ sixteen 
millions, and they shoulf and I am 
hoping they will reach two ‘hundred 
and fifty to three hundred and fifty 
millions of dollars. If substantial re- 
ductions are to be made in govern- 
mental expenditures, no new large a 
propriations can be authorized. t 
may interest you to know that 25 cents 
out of every dollar spent by the gov- 
ernment goes to the veterans in the 
way of hospitalization, compensation, 
insurance, etc., and another 25 cents 
goes for interest on the national debt 
and its retirement. 

“Thus 50 cents out of every dollar, 
or two billion dollars yearly, can be 
chargeable to war. All agree that it 
is the bounden duty of the government 
to care for its disabled heroes and 
their dependents. Is not the govern- 
ment measuring up to. this sacred 
duty? The ways and means committee 
has decided adversely as to the im- 
mediate payment of the adjusted serv- 
ice certificates, which, if paid now, 
would cost the government two bil- 
lions more than was originally con- 
templated when the law was passed in 
“The condition of the treasury and 
the tax burdens resting upon the peo- 
ple, in my judgment, prevent payment 
to our brave veterans of this colossal 
sum at this time. The people demand 
that government extravagancies cease 
and that taxes be reduced, and I am 
in perfect accord with them. 

Organized Minorities in Control. 

“Today organized minorities control 
legislation. The only way to remedy 
this is for the unorganized masses of 
the people to become aroused, take an 
interest in elections, and support ac- 
tively those candidates who are seel* 
ing to serve them. The preservation 
of the people’s interest, if not their 
self-preservation, dictates such a pol- 
icy. If they speak in no uncertain 
tones, legislators will hear and obey 
them. In this congress, during this 
critical period of our country’s eco- 
nomic distress, and with the suffering 
of our people greater even than while 
we were at war, in my capacity as a 
congressman, I have eschewed politics 
and have placed country above part 
and self, and I shall unswervi ad- 
here to such a policy.

THE MANAGEMENT OF CAT- 
ARACT. | 

True to our Hippokratic oath we. 
skip lightly over the symptoms of cat- 
aract, hesitating for an instant to 
say that in most instances there is 
some slow impairment of vision for 
near work which reading glasses some 
how fail to correct. The oculists 
with much experience say that improp- 
er glasses can do much to create 
changes within the eye which mani- 
fest themselves as cataracts later. I 
am merely a physician, not an oculist, 
and I give it as my impression that 
they refer particularly to the fitting 
of glasses for people under middle age, 
and most particularly to children with 
near-sightedness. We older folk may 
do as well or better with the vision 


tests of the optometrist or optician, 
but the younger ones generally require 
the aid of drops for an accurate 
examination and hence they should go 
to the eye physician (oculist) only. 
When cataract is diagnosed, besides 


with proper glasses, it is well to in- 
quire into the general living habits or 
hygiene of the patient. The amount 
of close work must be limited. The 
illumination of the work is particu- 
larly important. Indeed, one sees 
ruinous lighting and unnecessary, not 
to say wasteful and repellant glare ev- 
erywhere in business life. One won- 
ders how much eyestrain and ill tem- 
per is due to this extravagant illumi- 
nation. 

It is a good habit to interrupt the 
close work frequently for half an hour 
or more, to rest the eyes. For that 
matter, ‘it is a fine habit for anybody 
who does close work to look up and 
away to whatever distant view there 
may be, every little while, for just 4 
moment, Throw back the head to do 
this—I said look up. This tends to 
counteract, in a measure, the ill con- 
sequences of prolonged work with the 
eyes dependent, looking down, and ac- 
tually elongated in the anterior-pos- 
terior axis. 

One with beginning cataract should 
take daily walks of from five blocks 
to -six miles, depending on general 
strength. 

Smoked or dark giasses should be 
worn only when there is actual daz- 
zling by sunlight. I think this is true 
In any case, whether of cataract or 
just imaginary eyestrain.

remedy which “absorbs” or clears up 
cataract.

Bocets Holds Controlled Inflation 
Will Clear Up Unwieldly Debt Structure | 


Editor Constitution: It is inter- 
esting to note the increasing recent 
discussions by political and business 
leaders on the subject of currency in- 
flation. It is particularly interest- 
ing to note the passage of the Golds- 
borough bill by the house following 
the formation of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and passage of 
the Glass-Steagall bill. The Golds- 
borough bill, while in my opinion 
wholly impractical of operation or 
sound result, gives a very plain pic- 
ture of what is in the minds of con- 
gressional leaders, namely, a deter- 
mined desire to create an inflated 
currency that will result in higher 
prices for commodities and property 
values as measured in dollars. The 
doctrine of this bill that the federal 
reserve banks can and should stabilize 
commodity prices is to me unsound, 
for the condition of supply and de- 
mand existing in a commodity will be 
the most potent influence in determin- 
ing where that particular commodity 
will be stabilized as to price. 


However, I do feel that some sort 
of controlled inflation in currency and 
credit at this time will do much to 
clear up an unwieldly debt structure 
and clear the road for new business. 
Such inflation would not attempt to 
increase world prices or change the 
condition of oversupply of goods on 
hand—it would rather increase the 
prices of commodities, property values 
and services in this country as meas- 
ured in terms of dollars, help clear 
the debt structure, stimulate business 
and consumption of goods. 


When we consider the unprecented 
drastic decline in commodity prices 
and property values due to oversup- 
ply and temporary lessened consump- 
tion—that during this period debt 
obligations have remained the same 
while the purchasing value of our 
dollar has increased—it would seem 
a bit of an anomaly to expect that 
the owner or dealer in such goods 
could continue to transact business 
and discharge obligations with dollars 
as a medium. 

The Case of the Farmer.

“May I not say in conclusion that 
I am whole-heartedly in favor of re- 
ducing government expenditures and 
will co-operate with the president and 
others interested to the fullest extent? 
Believing that without a balanced 
budget there can be no economic re- 
covery, I deem the paramount duties 
of congress to be to balance the budget 
based on a substantial reduction of 
government expenditures; to enact 
some economically sound relief meas- 
ure to give employment ; to provide for 


to meet his obligations by the sale 
of that cotton, but today he finds 
himself owning the same 50 bales of 
cotton worth only $1,375 at the pres- 
ent price for cotton, while his debt 
is the same. Ordinarily that farmer 
would pull off his coat and go to 
work té6 grow a new crop and use 
the profit to liquidate his obligations, 
but at the present price of some 51-2 
cents per pound there is no profit in 
the new crop. Therefore, that farmer 
is stymied—he can't liquidate his 
debts with his old cotton and can’t 
make a profit on a new crop. His 
debt a year ago represented 50 bales 
of cotton; today it represent 
beles of cotton—in other words, it 
would take nearly twice as much cot- 
ton to liquidate a debt incurred just 
12 months ago. Naturally that farm- 
er is definitely out of the market as 
a purchaser or consumer of new 
goods. 

The wheat farmer is in the same 
shape. I understand that the farm 
income from wheat alone has dropped 
from $862,200,000 in 1927-28 to 
around $300,000,000 in 1931-32. Own- 
ers of other commodities are likewise 
affected. 

Take the case of a corporation that 
floated a bond issue during the past 
seven years. Based upon past ex- 
perience and income this corporation 
itself to meet the interest 


charges and sinking fund on _ this 


‘bond issue under all conditions. To- 


day the corporation finds itself with 
depreciated inventories and property 
values, and yet the debt practically 
the same and interest and sinking 
fund must be met with dollars that 
will purchase three or four times as 
much as at the time the debt was 
incurred. Naturally that corporation 
is out of the market as purchaser of 
new equipment. 

An Over-Supply of Currency. 

Our government and our munici- 
palities levied tax rates over the past 
10 years to meet normal operations. 
Today, although many municipalities 
find unbalanced budgets, the tax rates 
remain the same or have been in- 
creased. Therefore, with the tremen- 
dous over-supply of commodities, pro- 
ductive capacity, office buildings, 
transportation facilities, it would seem 
logical to expect that some sort of 
move should be made to approach the 
same condition in volume of currency 
—namely, an over-supply. In other 
words, create sufficient over-supply of 
currency so that the purchasing value 
of the dollar as measured in cotton 
or wheat or other property will de- 
cline so that the 50 bales of cotton will 
bring more dollars and farmers and 
businessmen can turn their commodi- 
ties and properties into dollars, dis- 
charge their obligations and get into 
the market as purchasers of new goods. 

Now the question is how to do it. 
The Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion is doing a great job, supplying 
credit where private credit has failed. 
The federal reserve bank has been buy- 
ing government securities at some 
$100,000,000 per week, easing credit 
and helping banks over the country 
get into a position that is now more 
liquid than ever. Government bonds 
will soon be substituted by the fed- 
eral reserve bank as partial backing 
for reserve notes: under the Glass- 
Steagall act. All of this is in the 
direction of controlled inflation, but 
these operations cannot alone bring 
about inflation on a scale to get im- 
mediate stimulus to business. It is 
noticeable that in spite of the fact 
that the federal reserve bank bought 
some hundred million dollars of gov- 
ernment bonds during the week ended 
May 11, the condition of weekly re- 
porting member banks in leading cities 


some regulated expansion of the cur- 
rency ; and to adjourn. 


for the same period showed a decrease 
in loans and investments of $137,- 
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000,000 and a decrease of $30,000,000 
in borrowing from the federal reserve 
bank. 

In other words, the reporting banks 
reduced their commitments and use 
of credit, while the federal. reserve 
was attempting to supply more credit. 

How Bonds Could Help. 

I believe there is one move here 
that would be most helpful. If the 
federal reserve bank could communi- 
cate with every member bank and get 
each bank to agree to purchase, with- 
in a specified short time, additional 
corporate securities, whether bonds, 
notes or acceptances, to the extent of 
5 per cent of the bank’s resources. I 
believe that the banks would give a 
glad response. For just a few banks 
to attempt this would be futile, but if 
the federal reserve were to base its 
request tpon its own. power to con- 
tinue to purchase government securi- 
ties, I believe it could secure universal 
response. 

Each bank could make its own pur- 
chases as it saw fit, but with the 
obligation to use at least 5 per cent 
of its resources. Then we would have 
some real inflation that would be im- 
mediately helpful—confidence would 
be restored in corporate securities, the 
statements of institutions owning se- 
curities would be strengthened, and 
corporations would soon be able to go 
into the market for the credit neces- 
sary to carry on opérations. It seems 
to me this would go a long way in 
helping the federal resetve to create 
more currency and put it to use, 
rather than putting it out one door 
and having it presented for redemp- 
tion or credit at the other. The issue 
and actual use of more currency would 
shortly mean a decline in purchasing 
value for the dollar and improving 
price level for goods and commodities. 

I believe that this result will ulti- 
mately come through the present op- 
erations of the federal reserve and 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation— 
it is just a question of how soon and 
whether it could be speeded up by 
getting immediate co-operation of all 
member banks. I believe we can look 
forward to this type-.of controlled in- 
flation with confidence that it will 
benefit. At the same time we can feel 
that it would not endanger the sound- 
ness of the American dollar when we 
remember that we have in this coun- 
try a gold coverage of approximately 
65 per cent of our currency, compared 
to a legal minimum requirement of 
40 per cent, and compared to a cover- 
age of 20 per cent to 30 per cent ex- 
isting in many European currencies 
with about three exceptions.

JAMES K. HINES, 
INTOLERANCE FOE 
AND JURIST, DEAD

Although in his declining years in 
1928 when Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
of New York, ran for president on the 
democratic ticket over tremendous op- 
position within his own party, Jus- 
tice Hines actively campaigned for 
the New York statesman and Cath- 
olic, basing much of his plea on the 
grounds of “tolerance.” 

Justice Hines was born November 
18, 1852, near Millen, in Burke coun- 
ty, Georgia. His father, Joseph 
Henry Hines, was a member of the 
legislature from Burke county. His 
paternal grandfather, Howel Hines, 
had been a justice in Effingham 
county and a member of the legisla- 
ture, and his maternal grandfather, 
Colonel William 8S. Harrison, was 
owner of the famous Monteith plan- 
tation in Chatham county. 

When he was three years old, 
Justice Hines’ family moved from 
Burke county into Washington coun- 
ty and built “White Hall,” one of 
the most famous residences in the 
county. During his gmarch to the 
sea, General Sherman spent a night 
at “White Hall.” 

Graduate of Emory. 

Justice Hines attended the Oldfield 
and Barton academies and graduated 
from Emory College in 1872. He 
then entered the Harvard Law School 
for a year and began to practice 
law in Savannah in 1873. He was 
solicitor-general of the middle circuit 
from 1877 to 1881 and a member 
of the legislature from Washington 
county for one term, 1884-1885. He 
then became judge of the middle cir- 
euit from 1887 to 1891. From 1907 
to 1922 he served as attorney to the 
railroad commission of the state. 

He became associate justice of the 
supreme court on January 1, 19: 
and served with distinction. He was 
especially noted for the thoroughness 
with which he investigated every ques- 
tion presented to him, and his opin- 
ions showed vast. study and legal 
learning. : 

Justice Hines early established him- 
self as a prudent jurist. Among his 
most noted opinions were those up- 
holding the conviction and sentence 
of the first two men ever sent to the 
electric chair in Georgia and the val- 
idating of the state’s income tax law. 
It was his opinion on the Coggeshall- 
McClellan case a few years ago which 
upheld the validity of» the: electric 
chair while in 1929 he wrote an opin- 
ion holding that the Boykin income 
tax bill was constitutional, after its 
legality had been challenged. In both 
cases the entire bench gave affirma- 
tion. 

Justice Hines is survived by bis wife ; 
five daughters, Mrs. Hayden C. Jones, 
Miss: Susan Hines, Mrs. Lucy Liv- 
ingood, Mrs. E. V. Carter Jr., and 
Mrs. Sidney Daniel, and seven ‘grand- 
children.
